Sir:— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith  the  Fifty-fourth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Buffalo  City  Police  Department,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1927,  and  the  Twelfth  An- 
nual Report  under  the  Commission  Charter. 

Miscellaneous  property  to  the  value  of  $151,363.83 
was  reported  stolen,  of  which  property  to  the  value  of 
$56,557.18,  or  37.23  per  cent,  was  recovered.  Miscellaneous 
property  to  the  value  of  $8,680.88  was  reported  as  lost,  of 
which  $1,808.98,  or  20.71  per  cent  was  found.  In  addition, 
property  to  the  value  of  $19,762.25  was  recovered  on  com- 
plaints from  other  cities. 

Bicycles,  motorcycles  and  horse-drawn  vehicles  to  the 
value  of  $3,815.00  were  stolen,  of  which  $1,475.00,  or  38.63 
per  cent,  was  recovered. 

Automobiles  to  the  value  of  $833,700.00  were  stolen, 
of  which  property  to  the  value  of  $814,500.00,  or  97.69  per 
cent.,  was  recovered.  Automobiles  to  the  number  of  2,444 
were  reported  stolen  in  the  city,  of  which  2,316,  or  94.76 
per  cent,  were  recovered.  The  total  number  of  automobiles 
reported  stolen  in  1927  and  not  recovered  in  1927  was  128. 
Automobiles  to  the  number  of  63  stolen  prior  to  January 
1st,  1927,  were  recovered.  In  addition  to  the  above,  134 
automobiles  were  recovered  on  complaints  from  other  cities. 
A  total  number  of  424  automobile  thieves  were  arrested. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  was 
28,359,  a  decrease  of  1,951,  as  compared  with  the  year  1926. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of  The 
Council  my  thanks  for  the  co-operation  that  has  been 
extended  to  the  department  during  the  past  year.

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SAFETY  CAMPAIGN 


In  compliance  with  your  orders  to  visit  the  schools  of 
the  city  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  campaign  to  elim- 
inate accidents  to  children,  also  to  organize  Juvenile  Police 
in  each  school,  I  beg  to  report  that  I  began  my  duties  on 
October  1,  1927. 

I  visited  the  schools  as  directed  and  addressed  the 
pupils  in  the  school  auditorium.  In  each  case  I  was  given 
assistance  by  the  school  principal.  In  my  talks  I  told  the 
children  of  the  ever  increasing  number  of  traffic  accidents 
happening  to  children,  which  could  be  greatly  reduced  by 
observing  the  safety  rules.  I  pointed  out  to  them  the 
danger  of  playing  in  the  streets,  and  while  running  from 
one  side  of  the  street  to  the  other.  I  called  their  attention 
as  to  how  they  should  cross  street  intersections  where  a 
police  officer  is  stationed  or  where  an  automatic  signal  is 
in  operation,  and  how  careful  they  must  be  at  all  times  to 
avoid  accidents. 

After  addressing  the  pupils  I  requested  each  principal 
to  select  five  boys  and  five  girls  from  the  upper  grades  to 
form  the  Juvenile  Police  for  that  particular  school.  Each 
group  then  elected  its  own  Captain. 

When  these  groups  were  formed  I  gave  them  specific 
instructions  as  to  their  duty  in  watching  over  the  safety  of 
the  children  while  they  were  going  to  or  coming  from 
school. 

The  members  of  the  Juvenile  Police  are  posted  at  the 
important  points  of  traffic  near  the  schools  and  direct  the 
children  when  to  start  to  cross  the  streets.  They  are  being 
trained  so  that  when  any  child  disobeys  them  they  report 
the  violation  to  their  captain,  who  makes  a  daily  report  to 
the  principal  of  the  school.  The  principal  then  calls  the 
offenders  to  his  office  and  gives  them  a  lecture  on  the 
importance  of  obeying  the  orders  of  the  Juvenile  Police. 
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Each  member  of  the  Juvenile  Police  is  given  a  small 
metal  badge,  which  bears  the  words  "Juvenile  Police."  This 
badge  of  course  distinguishes  them  from  the  other  chil- 
dren, and  it  makes  them  proud  and  eager  to  carry  out  our 
instructions. 

'We  now  have  1,500  boys  and  girls  in  the  Juvenile  Po- 
lice organization,  who  are  doing  very  good  work  for  the 
short  time  they  have  been  formed.  As  these  leaders  become 
older  and  leave  the  Grammar  schools  their  places  will  be 
taken  by  the  younger  generation,  resulting  in  thousands 
of  young  men  and  women  being  well  versed  in  the  safety 
rules.

FlEST  Peecinct 

About  7:15  P.  M.  December  25,  1927  Joseph  Kemper, 
40  years  old  of  94  Mulberry  Street  was  shot  and  killed  by 
Gasparro  Zangnino,  alias  Gaspano,  alias  Gasper  Zanchi,  46 
years  old  of  136  Erie  Street,  while  in  a  soft  drink  place  at 
132  Erie  Street,  conducted  by  Sante  Billengheir.  Kemper 
became  involved  in  an  argument  with  Zangnino  who  shot 
him  with  a  double  barrel  shot  gun,  which  was  later  found 
in  his  room. 

Zangnino  was  arrested  about  three  hours  later  by 
Assistant  Chief  of  Detectives  John  G.  Reville,  Detective 
Sergeants  William  J.  Madigan,  John  Fagan  and  Frank  J. 
Leigh,  and  Detectives  Edward  A.  Bingeman  and  Soldano 
Frascella  and  Patrolman  Lawrence  A.  Cronin  of  the  First 
Precinct  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree. 


Second  Peecinct 

About  9 :45  A.  M.  March  3,  1927  two  men  went  into  the 
second  hand  store  at  194  Seneca  Street,  and  asked  the  pro- 
prietor Oscar  Leifer  to  show  them  some  suits.  Leifer  did 
so  and  one  of  the  men  picked  out  a  suit  which  he  said  was 
satisfactory  and  told  Leifer  to  do  it  up.  Leifer  started  to 
do  up  the  suit  and  was  grabbed  by  one  of  the  men;  the 
other  struck  him  on  the  head  with  a  billy.  Leifer  fought 
them  and  one  of  the  men  pulled  a  .38  calibre  revolver  from 
his  pocket  and  fired  a  shot;  the  bullet  struck  his  partner 
in  the  neck,  and  he  fell  to  the  floor.  The  other  then  dropped 
the  gun  and  ran  out  of  the  store.  Leifer  picked  up  the 
revolver  and  called  for  help.  James  Fabozzi  of  1941/2  Sen- 
eca Street  a  shoe  merchant  responded. 

The  injured  man  was  removed  to  the  Columbus  Hos- 
pital where  he  gave  his  name  as  Alfred  Campanelli  of  288 
Virginia  Street ;  he  died  the  next  day. 

The  man  who  fired  the  shot  has  not  been  apprehended. 
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About  2  o'clock  A.  M.  June  30,  1927  Henry  Gawrosch, 
35  years  old  of  225  North  Division  Street,  was  shot  by 
Frank  Battaglia,  44  years  old  of  213  North  Division  Street. 

The  two  men  were  playing  cards  in  the  home  of  the  lat- 
ter and  became  involved  in  a  dispute  over  the  play.  Bat- 
taglia pulled  a  revolver  and  struck  Gawrosch  over  the  head 
with  it  several  times,  and  then  shot  him  in  the  head.  Gaw- 
rosch was  taken  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  and  died  a 
short  time  later. 

Battaglia  was  arrested  by  Captain  John  Driscoll,  Lieu- 
tenant Richard  Cronin,  and  Detectives  Murphy  and  Binge- 
man,  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree.  The  charge  was 
later  reduced  to  Manslaughter  by  the  District  Attorney. 
Battaglia  was  tried  in  County  Court  before  Judge  Rowe, 
was  convicted  and  sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  from 
10  to  20  years. 

About  6:30  P.  M.  December  15,  1927  this  station  house 
was  notified  by  telephone  that  a  stabbing  had  occurred  at 
192  Seneca  Street.  On  arrival  there  the  officers  found 
that  Alice  Brockman,  alies  Allen,  colored,  26  years  old,  had 
stabbed  Brud  Allen  over  the  heart  with  a  pocket  knife. 
Allen  died  before  the  arrival  of  the  ambulance. 

Allen  and  the  Brockman  woman  had  been  living  as 
man  and  wife,  for  the  past  three  years,  and  the  stabbing 
was  the  result  of  a  quarrel  between  the  two.  She  was 
placed  under  arrest  by  Captain  John  Driscoll,  Detectives 
Murphy  and  Goetz,  Lieutenant  Gardner,  and  Patrolmen 
Holloran  and  O'Meara  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree. 
Case  is  pending. 

About  9  o'clock  P.  M.  December  17,  1927  two  negroes 
entered  the  poultry  store  at  37  Pine  Street.  One  of  them 
drew  a  revolver  and  covered  Cologero  Marino,  who  was  in 
the  store.  Orazio  Ridino  the  proprietor  was  sitting  behind 
poultry  crates  in  the  rear  of  the  store  and  as  he  stood  up 
to  see  what  was  going  on  one  of  the  negroes  fired  three 
shots  at  him,  all  taking  effect ;  the  men  then  ran  from  the 
store.  Ridino  was  removed  to  the  Emergency  Hospital 
where  he  died  a  short  time  later.  Wilbert  Jackson  and 
John  Allen,  both  colored  of  200  Clinton  Street  were  sub- 
sequently arrested  and  identified  for  this  crime.  Motive 
Robbery.  Officers  Detective  Sergeant  William  J.  Madigan 
and  squad  and  Detective  Sergeant  Cy.  Flynn  and  squad. 
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Third  Precinct 

About  3  P.  M.  January  25,  1927  Mrs.  Rose  Hieber,  alias 
Huber,  alias  Mrs.  Rose  Frank,  41  years  old,  rooming  house 
proprietor,  second  floor,  28  Broadway,  was  found  dead  in 
her  bed  by  a  roomer  Jacob  Funk.  Mrs.  Hieber's  head  had 
been  crushed  with  some  sharp  instrument.  No  motive  has 
been  found  and  no  one  has  been  apprehended  for  this 
crime. 

At  9  o'clock  A.  M.  August  17,  1927  Herbert  L.  Cole, 
29  years  old,  single,  rooming  at  184  East  Genesee  Street, 
was  found  dead  in  bed  by  Nathan  Miller  of  62  Butler  Ave- 
nue, who  called  to  ascertain  why  Cole  had  not  reported  for 
work.  Examination  of  Cole's  body  showed  a  bullet  wound 
in  the  head.  No  motive  has  been  found  and  no  one  has  been 
apprehended  for  this  crime. 

About  11:45  P.  M.  October  23,  1927  Mrs.  Anna  Mat- 
thews, 50  years  old  proprietor  of  a  rooming  house  at  68 
Sycamore  Street,  Jean  Graham,  43  years  old  of  9  Cottage 
Street  and  Marie  Rabb,  27  years  old  of  Carlton  Court,  were 
shot  by  Louis  Helfenstein,  a  porter,  formerly  employed  by 
Mrs.  Matthews.  The  three  women  were  in  the  rooming 
house  68  Sycamore  Street  at  the  time.  The  Graham  woman 
died  a  short  time  later.  After  shooting  the  women  Helfen- 
stein went  into  the  cellar  and  committed  suicide  by  shooting 
himself  with  a  .32  calibre  revolver.  Mrs.  Matthews  and 
Miss  Rabb  have  since  recovered  from  their  wounds.  Motive 
believed  to  be  jealousy. 


Fourth  Precinct 

About  10:15  P.  M.  January  25,  1927  Max  Zubin,  48 
years  old,  was  held  up  in  his  grocery  store  at  388  Spring 
Street  by  a  negro  who  shot  him  in  the  head.  Zubin  was 
removed  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  where  he  died  the  fol- 
lowing morning.  George  Brodie,  colored  25  years  old  of 
43  Mortimer  Street  was  subsequently  arrested  for  this 
crime,  was  tried  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree  and 
was  acquitted. 

About  8:15  P.  M.  May  12,  1927  Howard  White,  colored, 
25  years  old  of  12  Mortimer  Street,  was  stabbed  in  the 
right  eye  by  Sherman  Cogwell,  colored  27  years  old  of  the 
same  address,  during  a  quarrel.    White  died  at  the  Emer- 
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gency  Hospital  a  few  hours  later.  Cogwell  was  arrested  on 
a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree,  which  was  afterwards 
reduced  to  Assault  2nd  Degree.  Was  sentenced  to  Auburn 
Prison  for  a  term  of  two  to  five  years. 

About  1:15  P.  M.  August  4,  1927  Luther  Brodenax, 
colored,  40  years  old,  of  301  Spring  Street,  during  an  argu- 
ment with  Isaac  Orr,  51  years  old,  colored  of  the  same 
address,  was  stabbed  twice  over  the  heart  with  a  long  knife 
by  Orr  and  died  an  hour  later  in  the  Emergency  Hospital. 
Orr  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree,  which 
was  later  reduced  to  Manslaughter  2nd  Degree,  and  was 
sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  a  term  of  three  to  six  years. 

About  6:30  P.  M.  October  12,  1927  Luther  Cunning- 
ham, 29  years,  colored  of  103  Walnut  Street,  was  shot  by 
Daniel  Culp,  colored,  25  years  old  of  17  Milnor  Street.  The 
two  men  quarreled  earlier  in  the  day  and  when  they  again 
met  at  the  southeast  corner  of  William  and  Sylvan  Alley, 
Culp  fired  six  shots  at  Cunningham,  some  of  the  bullets 
taking  effect.  Cunningham  died  in  the  Emergency  Hospital 
later  in  the  evening.  Culp  was  arrested  at  130  William 
Street  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree,  case  pending. 

Fifth  Precinct 

About  10:45  P.  M.  September  28,  1927  Adam  Strong, 
66  years  old,  a  roomer  living  with  Henry  J.  Bergo  and  his 
wife  Otilia  Bergo,  an  old  couple,  ages  75  years  and  63  years 
respectively  at  25  West  Ferry  Street,  got  into  a  fight  with 
Bergo  in  the  latter's  home  and  was  struck  by  Bergo  with 
his  fist.  In  falling  he  struck  his  head  on  the  corner  of  a 
chair  and  fractured  his  skull.  Strong  was  taken  to  the 
City  Hospital  where  he  died  the  next  day.  According  to 
Mrs.  Bergo  Strong  attempted  criminal  assault  upon  her  and 
when  her  husband  came  home  she  told  him ;  the  fight  result- 
ing. Bergo  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  Manslaughter  2nd 
Degree  and  was  discharged  in  Court. 

About  2  o'clock  A.  M.  November  30,  1927  Herbert  C. 
Peter,  Jr.  of  297  Highland  Avenue  was  awakened  and  found 
a  burglar  in  his  home.  While  making  an  attempt  to  cap- 
ture the  burglar  Mr.  Peter  was  fatally  shot,  and  died  a  short 
time  later.   No  one  has  been  apprehended  for  this  crime. 
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Seventh  Precinct 

About  6:30  o'clock  A.  M.  January  21,  1927  Mrs.  Mary 
McClure,  67  years  old  of  95  Louisiana  Street  was  strangled 
and  her  body  thrown  into  the  kitchen,  which  was  then  set 
on  fire.  Charles  Dowd,  29  years  old  of  125  Swan  Street,  a 
son-in-law  of  Mrs.  McClure,  was  arrested  for  the  crime, 
charged  with  Murder  2nd  Degree,  pleaded  Guilty  and  was 
sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  a  term  of  20  years  to  life 
imprisonment. 

The  motive  for  the  crime  was  Robbery  and  the  collec- 
tion of  life  insurance  money ;  the  policy  being  in  the  name 
of  his  wife  Theresa.  Dowd  under  the  name  of  Bernard 
Granthen  was  married  in  Pan  Handle  Texas,  on  December 
17,  1926  to  Theresa  McClure. 

About  8:55  P.  M.  April  22,  1927  John  Newland,  34 
years  old  of  90  Smith  Street  shot  and  killed  his  brother-in- 
law  Edward  Wilson,  18  years  old,  of  the  same  address,  and 
then  shot  his  wife  Alice  Newland,  33  years  old,  in  the  right 
leg  above  the  knee,  in  their  home.  Newland  became  enraged 
when  his  brother-in-law  brought  home  Jeremiah  J.  Moyni- 
han,  a  chum,  with  whom  he  had  been  drinking,  and  put  him 
to  bed;  he  being  discovered  there  by  Newland.  Motive 
believed  to  be  jealousy.  Newland  escaped  and  has  not  been 
apprehended  for  this  crime. 

About  8:50  P.  M.  October  10,  1927  Ernest  J.  Rambow, 
36  years  old,  31  Juneau  Avenue,  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  an  oiler 
and  Edward  A.  Bray,  26  years  old,  of  1419  South  Ewing 
Street,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  a  fireman,  both  members  of  the 
crew  of  the  Steamer  Thomas  Maytham  of  The  General 
Transit  Company  line,  quarreled  over  fifty  cents  worth  of 
tobacco,  in  the  galley  of  the  boat.  Bray  became  enraged 
and  seized  a  large  butcher  knife  and  stabbed  Rambow  in 
the  left  side  of  the  chest  near  the  throat,  he  died  before 
arrival  of  the  ambulance,  Bray  disappeared.  The  police 
were  not  notified  until  fifty  minutes  later  and  up  to  this 
time  Bray  has  not  been  apprehended.  He  has  been  indicted 
for  Manslaughter  1st  Degree. 

About  12:06  A.  M.  November  24,  1927  while  attending 
a  party  at  440  Ohio  Street  William  Mazuckiwicz,  40  years 
old  of  229  Ashley  Street  quarreled  with  John  Majewski,  33 
years  old  of  394  Ideal  Street,  because  of  attentions  to  Ma- 
zuckiwicz's  niece  with  whom  Majewski  was  dancing.  Both 
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men  left  the  house  going  outside  and  renewed  the  quarrel, 
Mazuckiwicz  was  stabbed  in  the  left  thigh  severing  an 
artery,  and  died  before  the  ambulance  arrived.  Majewski 
was  later  arrested  at  his  home  by  Capt.  Milan,  Detective 
Sergeant  Laszewski,  Detective  Edwin  J.  McGuire  and  Pa- 
trolmen Shanahan  and  Labby,  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st 
Degree,  case  is  pending. 

Eighth  Precinct 

While  attending  a  party  at  the  home  of  Kate  Kulenecz, 
215  Lombard  Street,  about  3  o'clock  A.  M.  January  23,  1927 
Frank  Stefaniak,  32  years  old  of  103  Loepere  Street,  was 
shot  in  the  left  hip  with  a  shot  gun.  Joseph  Chojnacki,  23 
years  old  of  48  Beck  Street  brought  the  shotgun  to  the 
party,  intending  to  loan  it  to  a  friend  for  hunting.  Ste- 
faniak and  Chojnacki  got  into  a  drunken  scuffle  for  the  gun 
and  it  was  discharged,  the  shot  striking  Stefaniak  in  the 
left  hip.  Chojnacki  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  Man- 
slaughter 1st  Degree  on  April  7,  1927,  was  arraigned  in 
Supreme  Court  before  Judge  Hinckley  and  was  discharged. 

Officers — Lieut.  Edward  Brenner,  Detective  Conrad  H. 
Hoffman,  Patrolmen  James  T.  Reville,  and  Bernard  V. 
Moran. 

About  4  o'clock  P.  M.  May  19,  1927  Julius  Raymond, 
12  years  old  of  261  Emslie  Street,  with  several  other  boys 
went  into  the  yard  of  the  American  Agricultural  and  Chem- 
ical Co.,  129  Lewis  Street,  and  were  playing  on  a  pile  of 
scrap  leather  when  seen  by  the  Watchman  Charles  Michaels, 
64  years  old  of  688  Genesee  Street.  Michaels  fired  a  shot 
from  his  .38  calibre  revolver  into  the  bottom  of  the  leather 
pile  to  frighten  the  boys,  and  fired  another  shot  just  as 
Raymond  was  coming  up  from  the  left  side  of  the  pile.  The 
bullet  struck  the  boy  in  the  small  of  the  back,  took  an 
upward  course  and  lodged  under  the  skin  of  the  left  breast, 
he  died  instantly. 

Michaels  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  Manslaughter 
2nd  Degree  by  Patrolman  Joseph  V.  O'Mara  of  the  9th 
Precinct.    He  was  discharged  in  City  Court. 

About  2  A.  M.  June  4,  1927  Joseph  Loffredo,  274  Pros- 
pect Avenue  and  three  other  young  men  took  Frances 
Zienecka,  17  years  old  and  her  sister  Clara,  20  years  old, 
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to  their  home  56  Beck  Street,  in  Loffredo's  car.  After 
leaving  the  girls  the  men  started  for  home  and  when  at 
Fillmore  and  Broadway  picked  up  Frank  Valvo,  19  years 
old  of  459  Niagara  Street.  Loffredo  states  that  he  became 
worried  about  the  Zienecka  girls,  being  engaged  to  Francis, 
and  he  drove  out  to  Beck  Street,  and  was  just  about  to 
turn  into  the  street  when  he  saw  several  young  men  peep- 
ing from  behind  a  house.  Loffredo  started  to  drive  west 
into  Stanislaus  Street  and  the  men  followed  firing  at  the 
car.  A  bullet  struck  Frank  Valvo  in  the  forehead  and  he 
toppled  out  of  the  car;  the  men  ran  away.  Valvo  was 
brought  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  by  Loffredo  and  his 
companions  where  he  died. 

On  October  10,  1927  Joseph  Plucinski,  19  years  old 
of  41  Mills  Street  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st 
Degree,  by  Captain  O'Brien,  Detectives  Hoffman  and 
Wypijewski,  and  held  for  the  Grand  Jury,  case  pending. 

About  10:45  P.  M.  August  6,  1927  Joseph  Lipczynski, 
25  years  old  of  55  Pink  Street,  went  to  the  home  of  Rose 
Xazarek,  22  Oneida  Street,  in  an  intoxicated  condition. 
While  there  he  made  vile  remarks  to  the  Xazarek  woman, 
which  were  resented  by  another  man  present.  A  fight 
resulted  during  which  Lipczynski  was  stabbed  in  the  left 
arm.  He  was  taken  to  the  Memorial  Hospital  where  he 
died  a  few  hours  later,  his  assailant  disappeared. 

On  December  19,  1927  Joseph  Salewski  was  arrested 
at  Rochester,  "N.  Y.,  by  Detective  Sergeants  James  E.  Quig- 
ley  and  Walter  Holz  and  returned  to  Buffalo,  and  accused 
of  the  crime.  It  is  alleged  that  Salewski,  whose  home  is 
in  Erie,  Pa.,  was  at  the  Xazarek  home  that  night,  and 
disappeared  immediately  after  the  stabbing  took  place. 
Case  is  pending. 

About  11  o'clock  P.  M.  August  15,  1927  Stanley  Bagin- 
ski,  21  years  old  of  13  Dover  Street  was  shot  in  the  back 
of  the  head  and  twice  in  the  body.  He  was  taken  to  the 
Emergency  Hospital  and  died  a  few  hours  later. 

Baginski  and  two  other  young  men  all  intoxicated 
accosted  Celia  Lowiska,  17  years  old  and  her  sister  Hattie, 
19  years  old  in  front  of  their  home,  No.  1  Geneva  Street, 
and  upbraided  them.  Bernard  Lembisz,  26  years  old,  of 
829  Fillmore  Avenue,  a  cousin  of  the  girls,  was  sitting  in 
his  automobile  a  few  doors  away  and  went  to  the  girls' 
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assistance.  Baginski  threw  stones  at  Lembisz  who  went 
to  a  shed  at  No.  3  Geneva  Street  where  he  kept  a  hunting 
rifle.  He  took  the  gun  and  while  coming  out  of  the  yard 
Baginski  again  threw  stones  at  him.  Lembisz  then  fired 
at  Baginski  striking  him  in  the  head  and  body. 

Lembisz  was  arrested  by  Captain  O'Brien,  Detectives 
Richter,  Syhakiewicz,  Wypijewski  and  Hoffman,  on  a 
charge  of  Murder.  The  Grand  Jury  returned  a  no  bill  and 
he  was  discharged. 

About  1  o'clock  A.  M.  September  5,  1927  Peter  Woj- 
nowski,  age  34  of  38  Concord  Street,  went  to  the  home  of 
Frank  Brink,  age  32  of  8  Concord  Street,  and  threatened 
him  with  bodily  harm.  After  quarreling  for  some  time 
Wojnowski  left  the  house.  He  returned  about  8  P.  M.  the 
next  evening  and  again  started  to  quarrel  with  Brink  who 
was  sitting  on  the  front  porch  threatening  to  kill  him. 
Brink  went  into  the  house,  Wojnowski  followed,  calling  him 
vile  names.  Brink  went  into  a  bedroom  and  picked  up  a 
shotgun;  Wojnowski  had  picked  up  a  butcher  knife  from 
the  kitchen  table  and  went  for  Brink.  Brink  put  the  gun 
in  front  of  Wojnowski's  stomach  and  started  to  back  him 
out  of  the  house ;  the  gun  was  discharged  the  charge  enter- 
ing Wojnowski's  stomach.  He  died  in  the  Emergency  Hos- 
pital a  few  hours  later. 

Brink  was  arrested  in  his  home  by  Lieutenant  Court- 
ney, Detective  Sergeant  Wienand  and  Detective  Hoffman. 
The  Grand  Jruy  returned  a  no  bill  and  he  was  discharged. 

Ninth  Precinct 

At  11:45  P.  M.  December  4,  1927  Walter  Gospodarski, 
age  23  of  1779  Clinton  Street,  quarreled  with  Matthew 
Machynski,  age  36  of  25  Cable  Street  in  front  of  Buddys 
Restaurant,  Clinton  and  Weimar  Streets.  Gospodarski 
struck  Machynski  with  his  fist  knocking  him  over  an  ice 
cream  sign.  Machynski  was  carried  to  his  home  by  com- 
panions, and  later  taken  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  but 
was  dead  when  he  arrived  there.  Death  being  caused  by 
a  hemorrhage  of  both  lungs. 

Gospodarski  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  Manslaughter 
2nd  Degree  by  Lieutenant  Condren,  Detective  Sergeants 
Kern,  O'Neill  and  Patrolman  Albert  Weiser  of  the  Detec- 
tive Bureau,  and  Detective  James  J.  Ryan  of  No.  9.  Case 
pending. 
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Tenth  Precinct 

About  6:25  P.  M.  Sunday,  February  27,  1927  Jack 
Pisano,  age  38  of  7  East  North  Street,  was  shot  through 
the  back,  at  the  corner  of  Trenton  Avenue  and  Virginia 
Street  by  an  unknown  assailant,  who  ran  north  in  Trenton 
Avenue  after  the  shooting.  A  bullet  entered  Pisano's  heart 
and  he  died  before  making  any  statement.  No  one  has  been 
apprehended  for  this  crime. 

On  May  30,  1927  sometime  between  the  hours  of  mid- 
night and  8:30  A.  M.  Mrs.  Jennie  Randolph,  age  55  of  175 
Plymouth  Avenue,  was  murdered  by  strangulation  in  her 
home  at  the  above  address. 

It  is  believed  the  crime  was  committed  by  a  man  who 
rented  a  room  there  the  day  previous,  and  gave  his  name 
as  Charles  Harrison. 

Harrison  alias  Nelson  35  years  old  has  since  been 
arrested  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  for  another  murder  of  the 
same  kind.  He  was  positively  identified  from  a  picture  sent 
here  by  the  Winnipeg  police  as  Harrison.  He  was  con- 
victed of  Murder  in  Winnipeg  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged ; 
the  sentence  has  been  carried  out. 

About  8  :30  P.  M.  Dcember  22,  1927  Philip  Mazzara,  38 
years  old  of  203  Porter  Avenue,  while  driving  his  car  on 
Maryland  near  Cottage  Street  was  shot  and  killed  by  the 
occupants  of  a  Cadillac  sedan.  It  is  believed  that  a  shotgun 
was  used  as  Mazzara's  head  was  crushed  and  he  died 
instantly.  The  license  number  of  the  car  was  not  obtained. 
No  one  has  been  apprehended  for  this  crime. 


Eleventh  Precinct 

About  8  :55  P.  M.  May  8,  1927  Sophia  Strzegowski,  age 
17,  single,  residing  with  her  parents  at  123  Young  Avenue, 
was  arrested  by  Detectives  Cornell,  Duchene  and  Wilkie  on 
a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree,  upon  the  complaint  of  Dr. 
Earl  G.  Danser,  Medical  Examiner. 

The  girl  gave  birth  to  an  illegitimate  child  and  dropped 
it  into  the  toilet  of  her  home,  causing  the  infant's  death. 
The  Grand  Jury  failed  to  indict  her  and  she  was  discharged. 
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Twelfth  Precinct 

At  2:30  P.  M.  May  23,  1927  Joseph  Majerowicz,  24 
years  old  of  268  Walden  Avenue,  who  was  separated  from 
his  wife  Clara  Majerowicz,  living  with  her  Mother  at  '220 
Coit  Street,  went  to  the  latter  address,  and  while  there  quar- 
reled with  his  wife  over  the  possession  of  their  four  year 
old  child.  Majerowicz  took  a  butcher  knife  from  the  table 
and  stabbed  his  wife  in  the  stomach.  She  was  removed  to 
the  Emergency  Hospital  where  she  died  the  following 
morning. 

Majerowicz  made  his  escape  at  the  time  but  the  next 
day  was  arrested  at  97  Weimar  Street  by  Lieut.  Philip  C. 
Pohlman  and  Detective  Fred.  F.  Boye,  on  a  charge  of  Mur- 
der 1st  Degree.  The  charge  was  later  reduced  to  Man- 
slaughter 1st  Degree,  he  was  tried  in  Supreme  Court,  con- 
victed and  sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  25  years. 


Thirteenth  Precinct 

At  6:30  P.  M.  November  24,  1927  William  Carter,  25 
years  old,  colored  and  William  Keiver  Montague,  22  years 
old,  both  of  47  Rano  Street,  quarreled  over  a  game  of  dice 
which  took  place  that  afternoon.  At  the  time  the  men  were 
on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  49  Rano  Street.  Montague 
stabbed  Carter  which  resulted  fatally  in  the  City  Hospital 
two  hours  later. 

Montague  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st 
Degree,  and  was  discharged  in  City  Court  on  the  grounds 
that  he  acted  in  self  defense. 
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SURGEON'S  REPORT 


I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Surgeon  of  Police 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927: 

During  the  year  eight  members  of  the  department,  on 
active  duty  have  died,  all  from  natural  causes. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  D.  Lynch,  April  11,  1927. 
Patrolman  Aloys  J.  Winter,  April  20,  1927. 
Patrolman  Grant  B.  Shook,  May  14,  1927. 
Lieutenant  John  J.  Ryan,  July  25,  1927. 
Patrolman  Edward  F.  O'Grady,  July  31,  1927. 
Patrolman  Thomas  Hayes,  September  2,  1927. 
Detective  William  E.  Wilkie,  October  21,  1927. 
Patrolman  Albert  H.  Kink,  December  21,  1927. 

Retirement  from  active  service  took  place  in  seventeen 
instances.  Of  this  number,  thirteen  were  retired  at  their 
own  request  on  pensions  granted  for  length  of  service,  and 
four  from  disability  due  to  illness  or  injury. 

In  the  entire  city  among  members  and  employees  of  the 
Department  of  Police,  from  all  disabling  causes  a  total  of 
16,367  days  were  lost.  Of  this  13,013  days  were  from  ill- 
ness; 2,370  days  as  a  result  of  injuries  received  while  on 
duty;  984  days  from  injuries  received  off  duty.  A  total 
of  4,277  visits  were  made  by  the  Surgeon  and  the  Assistant 
Surgeon  in  caring  for  them.  The  total  force  consists  of 
1,165  members  and  124  employees.  Averaged  12.7  days  per 
man  were  lost  during  the  year. 

An  inspection  of  all  station  houses  located  in  the 
northern  section  of  the  city  has  recently  been  made  by  the 
Surgeon.    All  were  found  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

All  other  duties  required  of  the  Surgeon  have  been 
performed  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Department.

Motorcycles 

There  are  38  motorcycles  in  use  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, two  being  assigned  to  Delaware  Park  and  36  assigned 
to  the  motorcycle  squad ;  18  of  the  motorcycles  are  used  on 
the  east  side  and  18  on  the  west  side  of  the  city. 

Bicycles 

The  department  has  18  bicycles,  one  being  assigned  to 
each  of  the  seventeen  precincts,  with  the  exception  of  the 
10th  Precinct  to  which  2  bicycles  are  assigned. 

Garage 

Until  April  25,  1927  the  Police  Department  maintained 
a  repair  garage  at  No.  30  Henry  Street.  The  work  of  over- 
hauling automobiles,  motorcycles  and  bicycles  used  by  the 
Police  and  Health  Departments  being  done  there.  Street 
and  school  signs  and  traffic  standards  were  made  and 
painted  there  and  any  needed  repairs  to  same  were  made  at 
this  place. 

On  the  above  date  all  the  machinery  and  equipment  was 
removed  from  the  Henry  Street  garage  and  installed  in  the 
building  at  757  East  Ferry  Street,  purchased  by  the  city  for 
the  purpose.  A  new  cost  system  was  installed  and  in  the 
next  annual  report  an  accurate  account  of  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion and  mileage  of  each  automobile  used  by  the  department 
will  be  given. 

A  foreman  is  in  charge  of  the  garage  and  has  eight 
assistant  mechanics,  nine  mechanic  helpers  and  six  laborers 
in  his  charge. 

Supplies 

On  May  1,  1927  the  old  storeroom  and  supply  base  in 
the  basement  of  Police  Headquarters  building  was  aban- 
doned and  all  stationery  and  supplies  on  hand  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  store  room,  second  floor,  757  East  Ferry 
Street.    This  storeroom  has  great  advantages  over  the  old 
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one,  being  much  larger,  has  a  floor  space  of  30  to  100  feet 
and  is  equipped  with  steel  shelves,  bins  and  drawers,  to 
keep  the  supplies  clean  and  intact.  Owing  to  the  facilities 
for  storage  a  considerable  saving  has  been  made  by  buying 
supplies,  such  as  soap,  cleansers  and  other  material  in  larger 
quantities,  at  a  better  price. 


Horses 

There  are  27  horses  used  by  the  department,  all  being 
kept  at  the  Headquarters  mounted  barn.  The  horses  are 
used  entirely  for  mounted  patrol  and  traffic  duty  in  the 
down-town  precincts.

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POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM 


In  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  govern- 
ing the  Department,  I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the 
Police  Signal  System,  Department  of  Police,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1927. 

During  the  year  16  new  concrete  safety  platforms, 
with  standard  at  approach  of  traffic,  equipped  with  red 
bull's  eye  at  bottom,  and  white  light  and  globe  with  sign 
reading  "Safety  Zone"  were  installed  along  Main  Street. 
Two  of  these  platforms  were  also  installed  at  Broadway  and 
Fillmore. 

Four  concrete  safety  platforms  and  traffic  signals  were 
installed  along  Delaware  Avenue  from  Mohawk  to  Allen 
Street  inclusive  with  a  total  of  six  signals  connected  to- 
gether and  known  as  the  Chronoplan  system,  adopted  be- 
cause of  its  complete  flexibility  in  handling  traffic  on  busy 
streets.  This  system  facilitates  traffic  movement  on  streets 
crossing  Delaware  Avenue  because  it  allows  all  the  time 
necessary,  and  also  gives  to  the  main  traffic  a  uniform  and 
maximum  safe  speed  limit,  and  traffic  is  moved  in  the  con- 
gested business  section  in  half  the  time  required  by  any 
sychronized,  progressive  or  stagger  systems. 

Delaware  Avenue  at  the  present  time  has  a  maximum 
rate  of  speed  of  20  miles  per  hour.  In  the  near  future  this 
system  of  traffic  movement  will  be  further  extended. 

Ninety  new  overhead  of  the  red  and  green  two  section 
type,  center  suspended  traffic  signals  were  installed. 

One  American  bobby  signal,  center  of  street,  was  dis- 
continued none  of  this  type  are  now  in  service. 

Two  Klug  &  Smith  concrete  base  center  pedestal  were 
replaced  with  overhead,  suspended  type.  (None  of  the 
former  now  remain  in  service) . 

Four  Essco  Mfg.  Co.  bracket  type  signals  were  removed 
and  replaced  with  the  new  overhead  type. 

One  Crouse-Hinds  bracket  type  and  one  concrete  center 
pedestal  type  were  removed  and  replaced  with  the  new  over- 
head type.    One  three-way  Crouse-Hinds  mounted  on  Main 
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Street  tower  and  four  single  bracket  type  still  remain  in 
service. 

Of  the  Macknell  signal  there  are  at  present  13  bracket 
type,  two  signals  to  intersection.  One  Macknell  signal  of 
the  concrete  center  pedestal  type  was  replaced  with  a  new 
overhead  type. 

During  the  past  year  considerable  time  was  required 
on  account  of  repaving  and  widening  of  streets,  which 
caused  the  moving  of  underground  cables,  test  post  and 
overhead  lines. 

Nineteen  overhead  traffic  signals,  center  suspended 
type,  eight  Gamewell  police  patrol  booths,  nine  flashlight 
patrol  boxes  and  twelve  new  concrete  street  loading  plat- 
forms with  light  on  top  were  damaged  by  automobiles, 
trucks,  etc.,  during  the  year,  requiring  repairs  and  replace- 
ments. 

Eighteen  new  telephones  and  extensions  and  three 
patrol  boxes  were  installed.  Eight  pawnshop  signal  boxes 
were  moved  and  relocated.  Seventy-eight  flashlight  signal 
boxes  were  rewired  and  reinstalled. 

A  new  station  house  for  Precinct  No.  17  located  at 
Colvin  and  Linden  Avenue  was  cut  into  service  on  June  4, 
1927. 

The  underground  cables  are  in  fair  shape  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  leading  from  Police  Headquarters,  one  of 
which  is  now  being  replaced  and  is  under  construction. 
The  completion  of  this  work  will  take  care  of  the  increased 
demands  on  lines  on  the  east  side  of  the  city.  Some  of  the 
other  cables  are  still  badly  congested  but  will  be  taken  care 
of  in  the  near  future. 

The  installation  of  the  Flash  Light  Signal  System,  now 
under  construction  in  the  2nd,  4th,  5th  and  6th  Precincts 
is  progressing  and  will  be  completed  early  in  1928.  The 
Council  has  awarded  a  contract  for  the  installation  of  a 
new  flash  light  signal  system  in  the  12th,  14th,  16th  and 
17th  Precincts.  After  its  completion  thirteen  of  the  sev- 
enteen police  precincts  will  be  equipped  with  the  flash  light 
signal  system.  The  remaining  four  precincts  using  the 
old  Gamewell  Patrol  System  should  be  equipped  with  the 
new  flash  light  system  as  early  as  possible;  the  old  equip-

ment  being  worn  out  and  requires  constant  attention  to 
keep  it  in  service. 

The  Electrical  Bureau  is  called  upon  to  maintain  the 
following  equipment: 

The  old  patrol  system  now  operating  in  twelve  pre- 
cincts. 

The  Flash  Light  Signal  System  operating  in  five  pre- 
cincts. 

The  Morse  Telegraph  and  Fire  Alarm  Systems  connect- 
ing the  seventeen  station  houses  with  Police  Headquarters. 

An  inter-communicating  telephone  system  with  switch- 
board and  seventy  working  lines  for  departmental  busi- 
ness only;  has  connections  with  offices  of  the  department 
heads,  station  houses,  patrol  barns  and  City  Court. 

Telephone  switchboard  at  the  Municipal  Garage,  757 
East  Ferry  St. 

Two  auto  trucks  used  by  the  bureau  are  in  poor  shape ; 
being  practically  beyond  repair  and  should  be  replaced  at 
once.  A  new  panel  body  truck  is  needed  to  meet  the  in- 
creasing demands  for  service.

OFFICERS  SHOT  BY  CROOKS 

On  Jan.  20,  1927,  Patrolman  Peter  A.  Dominiak  of 
No.  2  stopped  two  suspicious  looking  colored  men  at  Swan 
and  Hickory  Streets  about  6  A.  M.,  and  began  to  search 
them.  One  of  the  men  drew  a  revolver  and  shot  the  officer 
in  the  arm  and  hand. 

On  Feb.  5,  1927  Detective  George  Tourjie  was  shot  in 
the  left  arm  by  a  negro  named  Spence  said  to  live  in  Lack- 
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a  wanna.  Tourjie  met  the  man  in  front  of  88  Pratt  Street 
and  was  about  to  question  him  when  he  drew  a  revolver  and 
shot  the  officer. 

On  March  3,  1927,  Lieut.  Frank  Dempsey  of  No.  15 
Station  was  shot  in  the  leg  by  an  unknown  man  whom  he 
caught  trying  to  break  into  store  at  56  Triangle  Street. 

On  May  28,  1927,  Patrolman  Louis  Barnekow  of  No.  4 
Station  was  shot  in  the  hand  by  William  Brown,  a  negro, 
whom  he  attempted  to  arrest. 

On  June  6,  1927,  Patrolman  Clarence  Schreiber  of  No. 
12  Station  was  shot  in  the  arm  by  two  men  whom  he  found 
hiding  in  the  bushes  in  Humboldt  Park. 


PERSONS  SHOT  BY  OFFICERS 

On  Feb.  6,  1927,  Peter  Oberbusher  was  shot  in  the 
abdomen  and  right  leg  by  Patrolman  George  W.  Graham  in 
the  Chicago  Lunch  Room,  Mian  at  Allen  Street.  Ober- 
busher threatened  to  shoot  the  officer  and  was  shot  when 
attempting  to  escape. 

On  Feb.  11,  1927,  Bart  Powers  in  stolen  automobile 
was  shot  in  the  left  shoulder  by  Patrolman  George  Tidd  of 
No.  10  Station  in  attempting  to  escape. 

On  Feb.  11,  1927,  Orlando  Jones  was  shot  in  lower  part 
of  back  by  Patrolman  Cornelius  Morarity  in  attempting  to 
evade  arrest. 

On  February  14,  1927,  James  Robinson,  a  negro,  was 
shot  in  the  leg  by  Patrolman  Peter  T.  Gorman  of  No.  4 
Station  who  attempted  to  place  him  under  arrest. 

On  March  4,  1927,  Joseph  Good  was  shot  by  Patrolmen 
Valentine  Loskorn  and  Oscar  Klein  while  attempting  to 
escape  after  arrest. 

On  May  12,  1927,  Dominic  Napoli  was  shot  and  killed 
and  Daniel  Sansanesi  was  wounded  by  Patrolman  Howard 
Weber,  who  caught  them  in  the  act  of  holding  up  and 
robbing  clerk  in  Dambach  drug  store,  942  Main  Street. 

On  May  20,  1927,  Theodore  Guzowski  was  shot  and 
killed  by  Detective  Arthur  Werner  when  he  attempted  to 
escape  from  a  stolen  automobile. 
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On  October  14,  1927,  Stephen  Sporney  was  shot  by- 
Patrolman  William  Mattingly  of  No.  8  Station  in  trying  to 
escape  arrest. 

On  Nov.  19,  1927,  Frank  Dittinger  was  shot  by  Patrol- 
men Thomas  Bonner  and  Arthur  Zimmerman  of  No.  8  Sta- 
tion. He  tried  to  escape  from  the  officers,  after  being 
caught  breaking  into  store  at  133  Howard  Street. 

On  Dec.  21,  1927,  Charles  Worthman,  a  negro,  was 
shot  by  Patrolman  John  Germain,  who  caught  him  trying 
to  burglarize  store  at  244  Sycamore  Street. 


During  the  month  of  February  the  officers  attached  to 
the  Third  Precinct  shot  for  a  prize  donated  by  Mr.  Hugh 
H.  Held,  Proprietor  of  the  Buffalo  Billiard  Academy.  Fifty- 
six  of  the  members  competed.  The  prize,  a  38  cal.  Colts 
revolver  and  holster,  was  won  by  Patrolman  Robert  Stahr, 
who  had  a  score  of  184  out  of  a  possible  200. 

In  the  month  of  April  the  desk  lieutenants  of  the  de- 
partment shot  for  a  prize  offered  by  Mr.  Barry  McOwen; 
76  desk  lieutenants  competing.  The  prize,  a  38  cal.  Smith 
&  Wesson  revolver,  was  won  by  Desk  Lieutenant  Wilbur  J. 
Turner.  Various  prizes  were  distributed  to  the  desk  lieu- 
tenants according  to  their  scores  in  the  shoot. 

On  September  9th  and  10th  a  pistol  team  representing 
the  department  and  composed  of  Lieutenant  Glenn  H.  Mc- 
Clellan,  Desk  Lieut.  Daniel  Cain,  Detective  Sergeant  Simon 
Callanan,  Patrolmen  Robert  Stahr  and  Guy  Dewey  took 
part  in  the  National  Pistol  Matches  at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio, 
and  finished  in  fifth  place. 

On  October  1st  a  team  composed  of  Lieut.  Glenn  H. 
McClellan,  Desk  Lieut.  Daniel  Cain,  Detective  Sergeant 
Simon  Callanan,  Patrolmen  Robert  Stahr  and  Renny 
Nichols  shot  a  match  with  the  team  representing  the  Erie 
County  Fish  &  Game  Protective  Association  of  Erie,  Pa., 
at  their  field  day  which  took  place  at  Erie.  Our  team  was 
defeated  by  29  points,  score  being  Erie  1162,  Buffalo  1133, 
out  of  a  possible  1200. 

On  November  26th  the  same  teams  shot  a  return  match 
at  our  range  resulting  in  the  defeat  of  the  Erie  team  by 
58  points,  scores  Buffalo  Police  1167,  Erie  1109,  out  of  a 
possible  1200. 
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Messrs.  Sundberg,  Bradstreet,  Seiler,  Wade  and  Sieger 
composing  the  Erie  team,  are  rated  as  among  the  best  pistol 
shots  in  the  country.  Mr.  Bradstreet  being  holder  of  the 
Individual  National  Championship  of  the  N.  R.  A.,  and  Mr. 
Sundberg  having  the  same  honor  for  three  former  years. 

A  sighting  machine  was  installed  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  training  the  men  to  aim  and 
sight  their  revolvers.  By  practicing  on  the  machine  those 
failing  to  qualify  were  able  to  improve  their  shooting  after 
a  time  and  make  very  good  scores.  Of  the  360  men  tested 
324  passed  and  34  failed. 

In  view  of  the  great  improvement  shown  by  most  of 
the  members  of  the  department  in  their  monthly  scores 
over  that  of  last  year,  we  are  glad  to  state  that  the  record 
shows  that  nearly  every  officer  in  the  department  has  be- 
come an  accurate  pistol  shot.
